BUILD PLANT AT MENOMINEE 


New Concern Is Capitalized at $750,000 and Practically All 
of the Stock Is Taken—Plant Is to Be Built Large 
Enough to Accommodate Two Paper Machines With a 
Capacity of 160,000 Pounds of Paper Per Day—Ar- 
rangements Completed to Start Work on the $350,000 
Sulphite Mill for the Peshtigo Fibre Co. at Peshtigo, Wis. 
—Appleton Coated Paper Co. Expands. 


t [FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT] 

Appteton, Wis., March 2, 1920.—Construction of a new paper 
mill for the newly organized Hoskin-Morainville Paper Company 
at Menominee, Mich., will be started as soon as weather condi- 
tions permit. Announcement of the organization of the new com- 
pany and its plans was made last week. 

The new concern is capitalized at $750,000, and practically all 
of the stock has been taken by Menominee and Marinette people. 
The officers are R. W. S. Hoskin, president and general manager ; 
Frank A. Spies, vice-president; V. B. DeMorainville, secretary and 
treasurer. The board of directors includes the officers and the 
following: G. A. Blesch, M. B. Lloyd, John E. Henes and J. H. 
McLaughlin. Mr. McLaughlin, one of the best known paper mill 
men in the country, will be general superintendent. 

Mr. Hoskin, Mr. Spies and Mr. McLaughlin were formerly con- 
nected with the Marinette and Menominee Paper Company, which 
was recently taken over Ly the Continental Paper Bag Company. 
Mr. McLaughlin was superintendent of the Marinette and Meno- 
minee company for sixteen years, and prior thereto was superin- 
tendent and director of the W. B. Oglesby Paper Company, of 
Middletown, Ohio. 

The new company has practically closed a deal for the purchase 
of a thirty-acre mill site near the mouth of the Menominee river. 
Work on the new mill is to be started as soon as possible, and 
it is hoped to begin actual paper manufacturing by January !, 1921 
The main building will be about 400 feet long and two stories 
high. 

The mill will be built large enough to accommodate two paper 
machines with a capacity of 160,000 pounds of Kraft, book and 
fine writing papers a day. Only one machine is to be installed at 
the start, however. Mr. Hoskin stated that the second machine 
will be installed immediately after the first is in operation. 

The proposed site for the mill will give excellent transportation 
facilities. Railroad connections will be provided in abundance, and 
the company will have about 1,800 feet of dock frontage. 


To Start Work on $350,000 Sulphite Mill 

All arrangements have been completed for an immediate start 
on the construction of a $350,000 sulphite mill for the Peshtigo 
Fibre Company at Peshtigo, Wis. The mill will be ready to begin 
operations by October 1, 1920, the officers aver. L. E. DeGuere, 
one of the best known mill construction engineers in the middle 
west, will have charge of building operations. The new plant will 
have a daily capacity of fifty tons of sulphite and twelve tons of 
ground wood. A large portion of the product will be taken by 
the Peshtigo Pulp and Paper Company, and arrangements have 
been made to dispose of the remainder to paper mills within a 
75-mile radius of Peshtigo. 

Stockholders in the Peshtigo Pulp and Paper Company are also 
heavily interested in the new Fibre company. The paper company 
recently purchased the right of way of the Wisconsin and Michigan 
Railroad from Bagley Junction to Peshtigo, a distance of about 
7% miles, including a steel railroad bridge across the Peshtigo 


river, rolling stock and terminal locations. The line will provide 
excellent railroad facilities to both the Fibre and paper companies. 

The paper company also owns the water power site at Potato 
Rapids, which is to be developed at once. This power has a 19-foot 
head, and is capable of producing from 1,500 to 1,800 horsepower. 
Until that development is completed part of the power for the 
paper mill will be furnished by the Oconto Public Service Com- 
pany, which operates a power plant at Peshtigo. 

‘Work on the paper mill is progressing favorably, but officers 
have practically abandoned hope of beginning paper manufacturing 
April 1. They now expect the mill to be in operation by May 1. 
The tile roof is now being erected and part of the machinery is 
arriving. About forty men are working on the plant. 

When the two mills are completed, employment will be given 
about 300 men. Committees of citizens are now at work on a 
plan to provide housing facilities for the many new families which 
the mills are expected to attract to Peshtigo. 


Kimberly-Clark Mill at Niagara Falls 

Ground has been broken at Niagara Falls, N. Y., for a new mill 
for the Kimberly-Clark Company of Neenah, Wis. S. R. Stilp, 
general superintendent of the Kimberly mill of the company, has 
been transferred to the east and will have charge of construction 
work on the new mill, and eventually will become its manager. 
Arrangements for his successor at Kimberly have not been com- 
pleted. 

The mill will be equipped with one machine, turning out a sheet 
196 inches wide. Book paper will be manufactured exclusively. 
The capacity will be fifty tons a day. A ground wood mill is to 
be constructed in connection with the paper mill. The mill will 
be ready to begin operations late in the fall. 

The Kimberly-Clark Company last week increased its capital 
stock from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000. Expansion planned by the 
company is the reason given for this large increase in capitaliza- 
tion. 

Appleton Coated Paper Co. Expands 


Contracts have been awarded for the construction ot an addi- 
tion to the finishing department of the Appleton Coated Paper 
Company at Appleton. The new structure will be one story high 
and will provide 8,600 square feet of additional floor rpace. Ground 
will be broken at once and the structure will be ready for 
occupancy the latter part of the summer. The walls will be of 
brick and the superstructure of steel and reinforced concrete. 


To Make Glassine Paper Bags 


A new company, known as the B. B. Glassine Bag and Novelty 
Company, has been organized at Rhinelander, Wis., and will begin 
construction of a mill'to manufacture glassine paper bags at once. 
The principal stockholders are Walter D. Brown and Spencer 
Brown, both heavily interested in the Rhinelander Paper Company. 
The mill will have a capacity of 300,000 glassine bags per day at 
the start, and will employ about twenty men. The company’s mill 
site is large enough to permit of expansion when the demand 
warrants. 


Wood Must Be Measured by Official 


According to an announcement from the state supervisor of 
pulpwood, nearly every Wisconsin concern dealing in pulpwood is 
now complying with the state law which provides that all pulp- 
‘wood must be measured by an official scaler before it can be 
delivered to the wood yards. The law also provides that the 
scaler must be employed by the purchaser, but must be licensed 
by the state. This license may be revoked at any time. The law 
was enacted because of complaints by owners of pulpwood lands 
that they were not receiving full value for their product. 

The state scaler has announced that the following firms are 
complying with the ruling: 
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Crivitz Paper and Pulp Company, Crivitz; Ewing Everest Pulp 
Company, Merrill; Falls Manufacturing Company, Oconto Falls; 
Green Bay Paper and Fibre Company, Green Bay; Kaukauna Pulp 
Company, Kaukauna; Grandfather Falls Company, Merrill; Mar- 
athon Paper Mills, Rothschild; Northern Paper Mills, Green Bay; 
Rhinelander Paper Company, Rhinelander; Stevens Point Pulp 
and Paper Company, Stevens Point; Tomahawk Pulp and Paper 
Company, Tomahawk; Wausau Sulphate Fibre Company, Mosinee; 
Wolf River Paper and Fibre Compary, Shawano. 

Pulpwood is arriving in the Fox river valley in ever increasing 
quantities and shipments are several weeks ahead of normal. The 
amount of pulpwood taken out of the northern woods this winter 
was considerably larger than a year ago, because of more favor- 
able conditions. Loggers got off to an early start, and transporta- 
tion was comparatively easy. Plenty of men were available, but 
wages were high. The average wage was in excess of $75 a month, 
with board and lodging included. 


Beaver Board Companies Acquire Two Mills 


The Beaver Board Companies recently acquired the entire 
operations and holdings of the Patent Vulcanite Roofing Com- 
pany, the total investment amounting to several million dollars. 
This company will now operate as the Roofing Division of the 
Beaver Board Companies, 

The company operates two roofing felt mills, one at Anderson, 
Ind., equipped with 12—800 pound and 8—1,000 pound beating 
engines, and with 2—72 in. and 1—86 in. cylinder paper machines. 
The widest sheet is 80 in. and the mill has a production of about 
150,000 pounds daily. At Franklin, Ohio, a smaller mill is op- 
erated which has 5—1,500 pound and 1—72 in. cylinder machine. 
This mill produces daily about 50,000 pounds of felt. 

Besides the two main felt mills, saturating plants are operated 
at Chicago, Ill.; Kansas City, Mo.; Albany, N. Y., and San Fran- 
cisco, Cal. 


Beet Sugar Refuse as Paper Material 


Rocuester, N. Y., March 1, 1920.—John T. Shaffer, of 62 Vienna 
street, inventor and manufacturer of the Shaffer hydraulic presses, 
believes that there is a possibility of making paper from sugar 
beet refuse instead of wood pulp. Mr. Shaffer has invented a 
press for pressing the refuse into blocks and wishes to call the 
attention of paper experts to his discoveries in connection with 
the beet pulp. 

Paper made from the sugar beet refuse would be a by-product 
and its manufacture, Mr. Shaffer believes, would lower the price 
of both sugar and paper. 


Contract Let for Castanea Paper Plant 


Lock Haven, Pa., March 1, 1920—The contract for erecting a 
paper mill here for the Castanea Paper Company, has been 
awarded to the Turner Construction Company. The work consists 
of a mill building two stories and basement, 515 x 425 feet, store- 
house, one story, 150 x 60, and a series of clay bins. All are to be 
reinforced concrete and the cost is estimated at $1,250,000. George 
F. Hardy is engineer. 


News Print to Be 5 cents Per Pound 


The International Paper Company’s contract price per pound 
for news print in carload lots during the second quarter of 1920, 
April 1 to June 30, will be 5 cents. It was agreed in 1919 be- 
tween the company and its contractees, that news print contract 
prices would be adjusted quarterly. The figure from January 1 
to March 31 was 4% cents the pound. This graduating price plan 
was found necessary owing to the constantly advancing prices of 
material and labor. ' ee 
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News Print Crisis in Canada 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTreAL, Quebec, March 1, 1920.—The news print crisis in 
Montreal is over for the time being. Counsel for Price Brothers 
& Co. have announced that the company will supply Montreal 
publishers, whom they were ordered by the government to supply, 
pending the hearing of their appeal in the Superior Court against 
the government’s order. Thus the Montreal newspapers are 
assured of news print. The difference between the fixed price of 
$80 a ton and the United States price is to be paid by the pub- 
lishers to a trust, pending the result of the hearing, while the 
publishers on their part reserve the right for action for damages 
for non-supply to date if the Superior Court decides that the 
order by the Board of Commerce is legally correct. 

In connection with the attacks which have been made on Price 
Brothers & Company in the press, the Quebec Chronicle says: 

“As for the alleged profiteering of Price Brothers, the Ottawa 
Journal has apparently forgotten all those lean years when 
Canadian publishers carried a struggling Canadian industry upon 
their hips and exhibited very little concern as to whether those 
who had invested their capital in it lost money or obtained a 
reasonable return. There is no commercial, financial or industrial 
enterprise today conducted from motives of altruistic philanthropy 
and we are at a loss to know why one firm should be singled out 
for obloquy when hundreds of greater offenders are ignored. 


“The price at which news print can be sold in Canada has been 
fixed by the Paper Controller, a government automaton set up 
to do the pleasure of a faithful press, and as far as we are aware, 
Price Brothers have never refused to recognize this price, but have 
simply traded in the more profitable American market where they 
could obtain more satisfactory returns without being branded as 
anarchists or extortioners. If the gentlemen connected with the 
firm are profiteers then it would be well for Canada if it could 
boast of more of them. Ottawa should know and Quebec knows, 
if Ottawa does not, the full extent of their patriotic liberality. 
Indeed, it would be hard to find more unostentatiously open- 
handed supporters of all good works than those who bear the 
name of Price, and we venture to say that their personal records 
will bear very favorable comparison with those of their traducers.” 


Plans for Technical Meeting 

The Technical Association of the Pulp and Paper Industry will 
hold its annual meeting in New York April 13-15, in conjunction 
with the annual meeting of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation. It is believed that this meeting will exceed in interest 
and value all previous annual meetings. 

The convention will open this year with informal meetings of 
standing committees at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel on Tuesday, 
April 13. The general meeting of the association will open in 
one of the large halls of the Waldorf-Astoria at 9.30 A. M. on 
Wednesday, April 14, and after routine business has been dis- 
posed of, the reading and discussion of technical and scientific 
papers will take place. 

The annual banquet of the association will be held at the Hotel 
Astor, Forty-fourth street and Broadway, on Wednesday evening, 
April 14, beginning at 7 o’clock sharp. Seats at tables will be 
assigned to suit the wishes of members, who may indicate their 
preferences for table companions in ordering tickets. The banquet 
proceedings will be in charge of Judge Charles F. Moore, who will 
act as toastmaster. It is requested that applications for banquet 
tickets be made promptly, accompanied by check or money order 
at $5 per ticket.

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TAGGART BROS. CO. TO BUILD 
LARGE ADDITION TO PLANT 


Building Will Be Finished and Ready for Service About July 
1—Cost of the Improvement Will Be About $40,000— 
New Building Will Be Used for the Manufacture and 
Printing of Bags—When Building Plans Are Completed 
the Company Will Have One of the Finest Plants of the 
Kind in the Country—No Agreement Reached With 
Unions—Cars in Short Supply. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., March 1, 1920.—A large addition to the 
plant of Taggart Brothers Company in West Main street, manu- 
facturers of manila flour and cement bags, which will aid the 
big concern in its efforts to keep production up to a point approxi- 
mating the demand, will be erected this spring. The necessary 
building permit was obtained from the city today, and operations 
will commence as soon as frost is out of the ground. The build- 
ing will be finished and ready for service by about July 1. The 
cost will be about $40,000. 

Taggart Brothers Company’s plant was-established in 1866, being 
one of Watertown’s oldest industries. Expansioh has taken place 
from time to time as business increased, but during the past few 
years the building of factory accommodations and other buildings 
has been imperative to cope with orders. When the new addition 
is finished and in use the capacity of the plant will have been 
doubled during the present year. Manila rope paper is manu- 
factured from the raw material, and is converted into flour and 
cement bags, printed in two colors, and sold to all sections of the 
United States. 

The plans under which the new addition is to be erected call 
for an extension of the addition built last year to the plant. The 
new addition will be 200 feet long and 67 feet wide, and of one 
story. It will be attached to the building erected last year, making 
one long factory, 300 feet long, extending westerly from the old 
stone mill proper along the New York Central siding. 


Kenneth Gallinger of the company will superintend the work of 
erecting the building. Every thing will be absolutely fireproof. 
The building will be of concrete and steel, the floor will be con- 
crete, the many large windows will be of wire glass, a Johns- 
Manville fireproof roof will be used, it will be steam heated and 
a sprinkler system will be installed in conformity to the specifica- 
tions of the New York State Board of Fire Underwriters. The 
building will be in full harmony with the city building code. 
Building materials are already placed on the ground so that there 
will be no delay when the frost permits operations this spring. 

The new building will be utilized for the manufacture and print- 
ing of bags. The company is already supplying some of the targest 
flour and cement mills in the United States with paper bags. The 
demand is increasing by leaps and bounds, and in order to meet 
the many orders received the expansion of facilities has been com- 
pelled. Three large bag-making machines have been ordered and 
are already on the way toward completion, so that they can be 
set up as soon as the floor is ready for them. Two more, ma- 
chines will be placed later. All will be motor driven from the 
hydro-electric plant of the company. 

Taggart Brothers Company owns a large acreage of property 
fronting 1,000 feet on West Main street and extending back to 
Black river, on which its valuable power development is made. 
Gradually the property is being covered by new and modern build- 
ings until a large part of the property is utilized. The new office 
building was recently erected on West Main street adjoining the 
factories, and the laboratories were installed in a building at the 


rear. The New York Central Railroad has sidings extending into 
the property, and the freight house is only two blocks away. 

Two new buildings have just been finished at the mill. A fire- 
proof concrete building for the housing of motor trucks and a con- 
crete garage for the housing of employees’ automobiles are just 
finished. 

When the building plans of the company are executed Taggart 
Brothers Company will have one of the finest plants of the kind 
in the country and one of the finest industries in the city, with a 
building equipment most modern in every respect. 

Handicapped by Car Shortage 

Frank L. Moore, president of the Newton Falls Paper Company, 
has returned from a few days at the mill and reports several 
unusual conditions at the plant and in the big woods. 

The empty car shortage on the railroad is being felt seriously 
by the company, although there is a slight improvement. There 
is already piled at the plant three weeks’ production of paper. A 
car is occasionally received, but the supply is still inadequate. 

The jobbers at work in the woods getting out pulp wood for 
the company are about through hauling. The supply being de- 
posited on the bank of the middle branch of the Oswegatchie for 
floating to the company railroad in the spring is approaching full 
quota, and the entire lumbering operations will be finished in a 
few days. Conditions have been ideal this winter for Adirondack 
lumbering. 

“There is a blanket of four feet of snow on the level in the woods 
just now,” said Mr. Moore today. “It is very light, there having 
been no thaws to pack it. I started to walk into the woods on 
snow shoes, but the light nature of the snow prohibited snow- 
shoeing. While there will be a lot of water when the snow melts, 
the fact that it is light will result in a lack of sustained flow and 
flooding conditions of brief duration.” 


No Agreement Reached with Union 

No definite progress along the line of reaching an agreement 
with the union paper manufacturing employees is reported as the 
result of the conference of manufacturers in New York last week. 
J. Victor Baron, vice-president and general manager of Taggarts 
Paper Company, was the only representative from the mills in this 
section at the conference at the Murray Hill Hotel. He returned 
to his office this morning. - 

While there are about 75 news print concerns involved in the 
ratification of a new labor agreement on May 1, only nine manu- 
facturers were at the conference. Those present declined to 
attempt to make decisions for the entire group, and the result was 
another adjournment to some later date. 

There was to have been a meeting of manufacturers and union 
heads in Buffalo today, but President Carey was notified that the 
committee of manufacturers had not been appointed and that the 
meeting must be deferred. It is understood here, however, that 
the International Paper Company has agreed to meet representa- 
tives of the unions on March 15 to discuss the new schedule. 

The unions have demanded an advance of from 25 to 30 per 
cent in wages. This schedule was discussed by the manufacturers 
at the meeting, but nothing definite was agreed upon as to whether 
those present would favor the proposed agreement. 

Floyd L. Carlisle, president of the St. Regis Paper Company, 
was unable to attend the New York conference, although he was 
present at Buffalo when the proposed agreement was presented 
to manufacturers. The DeGrasse Paper Company was represented 
at the meeting last week.

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CANADIAN PULPWOOD EMBARGO 
BILL PASSED BY THE SENATE 


Bill Will Now Go to the House and in View of the Critical 
Situation in the News Print Industry Will Probably Be 
Rushed as Much as Possible—Full Text of the Bill as 
Amended by the Committee—Senator Capper of Kansas 
Interested in Bill to Investigate the Depletion of Pulpwood 
and Other Forest Resources in the United States—Com- 
pleting News Print Investigation. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuinecton, D. C., March 2, 1920.—The Senate has passed 
with a slight amendment the Underwood resolution calling for 
the appointment of a commission by the President to take up the 
pulpwood situation with the Provincial Canadian Government. 

This resolution will have to go to the House before it becomes 

operative. 

The resolution, as it now stands amended by the committee, 
is as follows: 

Authorizing the appointment of a commission to confer with the 
Dominion Government or the Provincial Governments of 
Quebec, Ontario, and New Brunswick relative to the claims 
of the American interests now holding leases of Crown lands 
acquired prior to the passage of restrictive orders in council 
of the said Provinces. 

Whereas news print and other printing papers are commodities 
of universal use and are indispensable in the educational 
process of modern civilization, and the paramount importance 
of a sufficient production of such news print and other paper 
to supply the needs of the people of the United States is a 
self-evident proposition; and 

Whereas practically the whole content of news print and other 
printing paper is composed of mechanical and chemical prod- 
ucts of pulpwood, the supply of which in the eastern part of 
the United States is being rapidly exhausted by the growing 
demand and the price of which is being advanced to un- 
precedented levels; and 

Whereas the existing scarcity of pulpwood and its threatened total 
exhaustion in the United States has become a matter of such 
grave concern to the paper industry, the users and manufac- 
turers of forest products, the Federal Government, and the 
general public that the Forest Service, the lumber and pulp 
and paper associations, and the forestry authorities of the 
country are now formulating a broad and comprehensive 
national forest conservation and reforestation plan for early 
adoption; and 

Whereas the lieutenant governors of certain of the Provinces of 
Canada, in council, did issue orders prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of pulpwood cut from Crown lands, the chief source 
of supply of pulpwood, unless manufactured into lumber, 
pulp, or paper, thereby tending to create a monopoly beyond 
our borders in the manufacture of paper, to the great detri- 
ment of the people of the United States: Now, therefore, 
be it 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 
That the President of the United States be, and he is hereby, 
requested to appoint a commission of five persons and, by 
appropriate authority, to confer on this commission the 
power, on behalf of the Administration and the Congress, to 
negotiate with said Dominion Government, or with said 

Provincial Governments, in respect to the cancellation of 

said restrictive orders in council, and as well any other 

restrictions on the exportation of pulpwood and news print 
from the Dominion of Canada to the United States, 


Sec. 2. That in the event the cancellation of said re- 
strictive orders in council cannot be agreed to by mutual 
arrangement of the Governments of the United States of 
America and the Dominion of Canada, that said commission 
shall investigate, consider, and report to the Congress what 
action should be taken by the Congress that will aid in secur- 
ing the cancellation of said restrictive orders in council, or 
their modification so that they may not continue to militate 
against the interests of the people of the United States. 

Sec, 3. That for the necessary expenses of said com- 
mission the sum of $50,000 be, and it is hereby, appropriated 
from the moneys in the Treasury of the United States not 
otherwise appropriated. 

Amend the title so as to read: “Joint resolution au- 
thorizing the appointment of a commission to confer with 
the Dominion Government or the Provincial .Governments 

‘ of Quebec, Ontario, and New Brunswick as to certain re- 
strictive orders in council of the said Provinces relative to 
the exportation of pulpwood therefrom to the United States.” 


Bill Regarding Forest Resources 

Senator Capper of Kansas, last week, got a Joint Resolution 
passed by the Senate by unanimous consent without having the 
bill sent to any committee and apparently without any notice 
being taken of it, although it is particularly interesting to readers 
of the Paper Trapve JournaL. The resolution as it was intro- 
duced and as it passed the Senate and is now operative, is as 
follows: 

Whereas it has been reported that the forest resources of the 
United States are being rapidly depleted, and that the situa- 
tion is already serious and will soon become critical; and 

Whereas these alleged facts are either largely unknown to the 
public or are in dispute: Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Secretary of Agriculture be, and he 
is hereby, directed to report to the Senate on or before June 
1, 1920, on the following matters, using what information 
the Forest Service now has available, or what may be ob- 
tained readily with its existing organization: 

1. The facts as to the depletion of timber, pulpwood, 
and other forest resources in the United States. 

2. Whether, and to what extent, this affects the present 
high cost of materials. 

3. Whether the export of lumber, especially of hard- 
woods, jeopardizes our domestic industries. 

4. Whether this reported depletion tends to increase 
the concentration of ownership in timberlands and the manu- 
facture of lumber, and to what extent; and if such concen- 
tration exists, how it affects or may affect the public welfare. 

Completing News Print Investigation 
It is understood that the Economic Section of the Federal Trade 

Commission which is working on the request of the Attorney Gen- 

eral in connection with the news print industry will probably 


‘complete its work in the next ten days or two weeks, following 


which the results of the study will be laid before the commission 
for its submission to the Attorney General. Messrs. Snyder and 
Farrington, of the Federal Trade Commission, who have been 
doing field work in connection with this investigation, have just 
returned to Washington.

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TOUR SYSTEM BILL UP AGAIN 
IN MASSACHUSETTS HOUSE 


Measure Is Opposed by Paper Manufacturers on the Ground 
That It Is Entirely Unnecessary Legislation—United 
States Envelope Co. Makes Good Showing in 1919— 
Robert E. Ramsey, Reports Say, Will Be the New Pub- 
licity Manager of the American Writing Paper Co.— 
Shortage of Water and Pulp. Disturb Holyoke Paper 


Manufacturers.

Hotyoxe, Mass., March 1, 1920.—In appearing before the leg- 
islative committee on labor at Boston, last week, William D. 
Clements, representing the paper mill organizations of this section 
and the International Brotherhood of, Paper Makers, stated that 
a six-hour day for papermakers was being considered by the 
unions. Mr. Clements appeared against the two-tour system, 
which divides the 24-hour day into two shifts, and against which 
legislation is being sought by the American Federation of Labor. 

Mr. Clements added in the course of his testimony that it is 
inhuman to ask men to work in paper mills for 12 hours, He 
stated also that there were times when paper mill employees were 
not relieved by the men following their shift and were compelled 
to work the entire 48 hours or lose their jobs. The labor is so 
unhealthful that labor is thinking of instituting a six-hour day, 
he said. 

George W. Wheelright, Jr., president of the George W. Wheel- 
wright Paper Company, with three mills in Worcester county, 
opposed the bill on the ground that it is unnecessary legislation. 
He told the committee that 92 per cent of the mills of the State 
have already voluntarily adopted the three-tour system, and the 
remaining 8 per cent have neglected to do so for reasons peculiar 
to their own business. Several other paper manufacturers op- 
posed the bill on the same grounds as did Mr. Wheelwright. Al- 
though all paper mills in Holyoke are operating on the three-tour 
system, all unanimously are lmed up against the bill in the legis- 
lature, as being entirely unnecessary. 

U. S. Envelope Makes Good Showing 

The United States Envelope Company in the calendar year 1919 
earned operating net of $1,630,189, which, after interest and pre- 
ferred dividends, is equal to 169.7 per cent on the 750,000 common 
stock, compared with 180 per cent in the previous year. After 
reserves for depreciation and taxes totaling $1,208,934, profits were 
equal to 8.5 per cent on the common, as compared with 47.6 per 
cent in the previous year. 

The $1,630,189 does not represent all the available funds, for 
other income and savings raised this amount to $1,855,323.95. 
Dividends of astonishing size could have been paid out of this, if 
desired, for it amounts to nearly 200 per cent on the outstanding 
common stock after satisfying interest and preferred dividend 
requirements. Instead the company distributed in dividends an 
interest less than $430,000 and retained the remainder of the 
income under the name of reserves of surplus. 

The reserves set aside in 1919 for depreciation on plants, equip- 
ment and inventories, for the purchase of real estate and for the 
reduction of good-will and patents, reach a total of $1,308,934. 
Paying the interest on its bonds and the regular dividends on its 
preferred and common stock, together with an extra of 2% per 
cent on the common, the company spent $428,542. This means 
that the balance of the $1,855,32395 was kept in the ‘business. 
There is included in the reserves $462,888, a very substantial 
amount, especially when considered that the plant investment, 
including patents and goodwill, is carried at $5,887,457. 

The company is constantly cutting down the goodwill in its 


plants account, and in 1919 it credited $300,000 to trade-marks, 
good will and patents. It is on account of such heavy deductions 
that the total assets show a decline of $66,453 during 1919. The 
working assets, however, are greater than in previous years. Net 
quick assets total $3,980,124, without including certain items 
which might easily be liquidated. There is a full $100 of work- 
ing capital back of each share of preferred stock. A year previous 
it was figured that net quick assets were about $3,103,705, or $77.82 
per preferred share. 

An interesting feature of the annual report is always that a 
substantial sum is set aside as reserve for depreciation of raw 
materials. The balance sheets carries a $600,000 reerve for this 
purpose. This is extra precaution, and if ever an unusually heavy 
drop should come in the price of raw materials the company is so 
well grotected that it would bring no hardships, and the financial 
foundation of the company would be as solid.as ever. The com- 
pany does not carry its materials at any high figure, but as the 
reserve for depreciation in raw products is equal to about 25 per 
cent of the total set down for inventories, costs would have to 
shrink at least 25 per cent before the company would feel it at all. 


New Publicity Man for American Writing 


A report that seems to be credited all around, but which could 
not be confirmed, is that Robert E. Ramsey, editor of Advertising 
and Selling, is to be engaged as publicity manager by the American 
Writing Paper Company. When Mr. Ramsey will assume his 
new duties could not be learned. He is a man of considerable 
experience in the advertising business, and comes to the local cor- 
poration with a splendid reputation. , 

The American Writing Paper Company ever since the advent 
of George A. Galliver as president of the concern, has tackled 
the publicity and selling problem in a big way, so that eventually 
the product of the American Writing Paper Company will be 
spread to all corners of the world. 


To Capitalize Opportunities 

At a meeting held in the Hotel Kimball at Springfield the other 
day, at which Holyoke’s paper making interests were well repre- 
sented, discussions were opened that have for their purpose the 
amalgamation of interests up and down the Connecticut Valley, 
and to solve the problems that threaten disaster and capitalize 
the opportunities offered. Among the Holyoker’s present were 
Frank B. Towne and Joseph M. Towne of the National Blank 
Book Company and R. R. Campbell of the American Writing 
Paper Company. 

R. Franklin McElwain, vice-president of both the Crocker 
McElwain Company and Chemical Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, was named a member of a committee of five, from the four 
States represented, Massachusetts, Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Connecticut, to present at a later date a specific program of 
activity. 

Shortage of Water and Pulp 

The shortage of water and pulp were the two biggest factors 
of disturbance in the forward trend of the business conditions 
with the local paper mills during the past week. All the mills 
were forced to cease operations last Tuesday noon due to the 
low water in the river and canals. The shutdown covered a 
period of eighteen hours. 

The,inability of the American Writing Paper Company to get 
pulp and raw stock, because of the transportation difficulties re- 
sulted in the closing down of five of its. division mills. Through- 
out the week the company was severely handicapped in operating 
for lack of help. 

The Crocker McElwain Company has been unable to secure any 
pulp since the placing of the embargo on February 9 and its sur- 
plus and reserve stock is being rapidly depleted. 

Unless relief is obtained within a day or two a shutdown will 
take place which will be general in Holyoke. 
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WELFARE WORK AT PLANT 
OF THE BRYANT PAPER CO. 


Night School Is Being Successfully Conducted Under the 
Direction of Mrs. Jane Shaw, Welfare Worker, at the 
Big Plant—Suggest Enlarging the City Limits of Kala- 
mazoo to Take in All the Prominent Paper Manufacturing 


and Allied Concerns—Bryant and Kalamazoo Paper 
Companies Furnish News Print to the Kalamazoo Gazette 
—General and Personal News of the Trade.

Katamazoo, Mich., March 1, 1920.—An innovation that is work- 
ing out successfully at the Bryant Paper Company, is the estab- 
lishment of a night school under the direction of Mrs, Jane 
Shaw, welfare worker at the big plant. These classes are for 
the study of English and require the services of two paid teachers. 

The classes meet Wednesday and Friday evenings of each week. 
Clyde Price conducts the classes for men who are seeking nat- 
uralization. Miss Ethel Bray has the other class, known as the 
primary grade. 

Night classes were started at the mill last March. They con- 
tinued until June and were discontinued for the summer months. 
In October, 1919, two classes were started. 

The welfare department at the big mill is doing efficient work. 
When the new office building is completed it will contain one 
entire floor devoted to social gatherings and well squipped for 
that purpose. 

Under the direction of Mrs. Shaw, the Bryant Paper Com- 
pany now employs two matrons to keep all dressing and retiring 
rooms clean and in order. First aid departments have been 
established, in addition to two well-appointed hospitals. 


May Enlarge City Limits 

The suggestion has been broached to the city commission to 
enlarge the area of the city of Kalamazoo to include all those 
properties now occupied by the Rex Paper Company, Hawthorne 
Paper Company, Western Board and Paper Company, Kalama- 
zoo Paper Company, Monarch Paper Company, Kalamazoo Vege- 
table Parchment Company, Glendale Pulp and Paper Company 
and the Western Papermakers’ Chemical Company. It will be 
a difficult proposition to put through, as favorable action must 
be taken by the city of Kalamazoo, the district effected and the 
township as well.

Union Bag Will Make Good Showing. 


The following was printed in a recent number of the Wall 
Street Journal. 

“Action of the directors of Union Bag & Paper Corporation in 
declaring the regular $2 on the capital stock without an extra was 
as expected. When the company last November advanced the 
dividend from $1.50 quarterly to $2 quarterly, placing the stock 
on an $8 annual basis, it was believed that the extras would be 
eliminated. Since the reorganization in 1916, company has paid 
$6 annually with $2 extra, which practically placed the stock on an 
$8 basis. 

“For the past three years it has been the custom of the directors 
to declare $2 extra early in the year. In February, 1917, a 2 per 
cent extra was declared, which it was understood was to apply 
on the previous year’s dividend account. In December, 1917, an- 
other $2 extra was declared, and this precedent was followed in 
1918, 

“Forthcoming annual report covering 1919 operations will show 
that during the year company bettered the showing made by the 
previous report when $14.32 a share was earned on the capital 
stock. This showing is gratifying in view of the fact that for the 
first half of last year company did only a negligible amount of 
business. Heavy increase in sales for the last half of the year 
was sufficient to make up for the early loss. 

“The readjustment of the industry following the sudden ending 
of the war was responsible for the stagnation of buying in early 
part of 1919. Prospective buyers refused to come into the mar- 
ket, looking for lower prices. These failed to materialize, and it 
was during May that the large buying movement received its 
impetus. This has continued up to the present time, and today 
the company is doing the largest business in its history. 

“The 75 per cent interest which the company has in the St. 
Maurice news print mill is now showing a good profit. This mill 
produces around 100 tons of news print daily, and is benefiting 
from the high prices for print paper, in common with other 
Canadian mills.” 
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IMPROVEMENT IS EXPECTED 
BY TRADE IN PHILADELPHIA 


Conditions Are Still Extremely Unsettled But a Betterment Is 
Looked Forward to—News Print Is Difficult to Obtain 
and Prices Are Extremely High—Advances Registered in 
Some Varieties of Rag and Paper Stock—Philadelphia 
Paper Men Investigate Conditions in Foreign Markets— 
D. L. Ward Co., Makes Expensive Improvements—Other 
Philadelphia News.

PHicapeLpuiA, Pa., March 1, 1920.—The jobber, clear-visioned 
thinkers are of opinion that the worst is over. They do not look 
for a paper millennium next week or next month, with mills eager 
to get business and prompt to fill orders, with freights rolling in 
on time, with something like a stabilized price list and all that ‘sort 
of thing. But they do believe that there is ahead a lowering of 
the fever heat temperature from which the paper world has been 
suffering for months. 

With the lifting of embargoes on freight, both local and general, 
reported during the week, the trade was made hopeful that sup- 
plies can now come in and shipments go out in some orderly fash- 
ion. There is not a house in town which has its lines complete, 
and none which has a large stock of even a restricted variety. 
But, fortunately, trade relationship is so good, largely because of 
the influence of the association, that customers are freely and 
confidently directed to go to this house or that to fill out require- 
ments which cannot be supplied by the firm to which original 
application was made. And while prices are still fixed largely 
by the customer in his eagerness to get his order filled in with a 
minimum of time expenditure, there has been no general advance 
reported. Indeed there is a general belief that while prices will 
continue high, they will not go higher, save in isolated cases, than 
they are now. : 

News Shortage Acute 

Shortage is most acute in news. A paper broker whose business 
is almost entirely with publishers on a direct-from-the-mill basis, 
had occasion during the week to buy news as an accommodation. 
He has been in business for more than twenty years, and yet it 
was only with reluctance that he told friends that he had actually 
paid 94 cents for news. When they congratulated him on his 
success, he was at first convinced they were joking at his expense. 
It actually required argument to convince him that he had done 
quite well. In his score of years he had never encountered such 
prices and could not believe they existed. And again, the buyer 
for a large jobbing house admitted during the week that his firm 
was able to buy M. F. actually for less than it had been compelled 
to pay for news to fill an order from -which there was no escape. 

In the coarse paper market there continues to be an absence of 
“a situation.” There are really 57 varieties of situations. With 
nearly all mills on record as having withdrawn from the market for 
the present, with orders placed months ago, but because of freight 
delays still held up, with stock on hand at the lowest ebb reached 
in a year, the dealers are so perplexed that they are’ actually 
becoming indifferent in the realization that it is both foolish and 
hopeless to worry. 

And yet withal, those who are taking a long look ahead, are 
of opinion that the confusion will soon grow less; that with the 
restoration of free railroad traffic many obstacles will disappear, 
and that there is ahead a busy summer and one of high prices, 
but not a period of chaotic confusion such as has existed for all 
too many weeks now. 


Paper and Rag Stock Advances 
The mill demand for paper and rag stock caused prices to ad- 


vance as of February 25. The stock jobbers believe that the mill 
men became convinced that their smaller buying during the past 
two or three weeks did not cause any accumulation and that to 
assure supplies the attraction of better prices had to be made. The 
jobbers believe that those advances will continue for a number 
of weeks until roads are opened and supplies can be brought to 
central distributing points from the smaller gathering points, where 
both old papers and rags remained during the winter. Advances 
this week were on both hard and soft white, on mixed, ledgers, 
writing and books and on commons, In fact only manila stock 
were unaffected. 
World Travelers and Business 

Overseas messages have come back to the J. L. N. Smythe 
Company, whose heads are now at the other end of the world 
looking.up both export and import possibilities. President J. L. 
N. Smythe is still in Australia, but he is about to set sail for a 
trip to China and Japan before he returns home. He is ex- 
pected back in this city about mid-May. Treasurer Harvey E. 
Platt, president of the National Association, is now in Sweden. 
He has been through Eng@#and, Germany, France and Belgium, 
combining pleasure with business, but it is his intention to re- 
turn to all business in Philadelphia about April 1. 

Ward Company Plans Extension 

Artisans are in possession of the upper floors of the D. L. 
Ward Company headquarters on Sixth street, making changes 
so that the firm can gain the full advantages resulting from its: 
recent acquisition of storage facilities in the Federal street ware- 
house. Stock previously was carried on the third, fourth, and 
fifth floors, but these are now available for office use. The 
fourth floor for the present. will be left unchanged. The office 
of W. A. Hentz, of the sales promotion department, will be re- 
moved from the second to the third floor. On the third floor, 
too, there are to be located the offices of E. T. Walter, Jr., of 
the coarse paper department, and of Parke Weikert, in charge 
of the twine department. The accounting department, now in 
the rear of the second floor, will be given the fifth floor, over 
which a large area of skylights have been installed. A passenger 
elevator to all floors is being installed. The additional room 
gained on the second floor will be given over to the salesmen 
now located there. 

The Ward company has just added to its Washington branch 
Thornton B. Blandy, for twenty years associated with the R. P. 
Andrews Paper Company in the capital. Mr. Blandy becomes 
sales manager at the branch, while Harry R. Stanford, who or- 
ganized it, is general manager.

S. S. Garrett, head of the company bearing his name, Third 
and Spruce. streets, is writing, at the suggestion of Rev. Russell 
H. Conwell, the famous lecturer, a book on “The Fundamentals 
of Credit in America.”

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PAPER DEMAND FOR ALL LINES 
IS VERY ACTIVE IN TORONTO 


Trade, However, Is Severely: Handicapped by Various Adverse 
Conditions—Prices Rule Extremely Firm in All Lines— 
Annual Report of the American Sales Book Co. Is One 
of the Most Satisfactory Ever Issued by the Concern— 


Howard Smith Paper Mills, Ltd., Expected to Show a 
Very Prosperous Condition at Annual Meeting—Abitibi 
Plant Again in Full Operation. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, March 1, 1920.—The recent severe weather, 
many snowstorms, the tieup on a number of lines of railway and 
the growing scarcity of raw materials, have added to the gravity 
of the general paper situation. Prices rule firm in all lines and 
orders keep piling up. Owing to the cold snap there has been a 
dearth in many lines in the rag and waste paper market. 

Jobbers. complain. of shortage of stock of all kinds and the mills 
are doing their best to equalize deliveries which are far in arrears. 
Two carloads of flat paper reached Toronto this week, but none 
of it went into the wholesale warehouse, the consignment being 
parcelled out to waiting customers. There is a great scarcity of 
board of all kinds and many orders have to be turned down by 
the mills, which, during the last ten days, have instituted a policy 
of only giving quotations prevailing at time of shipment and ship- 
ments on certain lines cannot be made for months. 

Owing to anchor ice and scarcity of waste material, the mills 
are not able to operate to full capacity. One plant when it sends 
in a few carloads, divides the amount among several firms, giving 
a few tons to each to tide them over the present crisis and thus 
furnishes the best service available under the circumstances, 

Paper box factories are far behind in filling orders due to the 
dearth of help and inability to get sufficient stock. There is some 
discussion that a regulation may be passed in the near future that 
all package goods under twenty-five pounds will not be accepted 
for shipment unless enclosed in cartons so as to facilitate handling. 

One large wholesale firm received a generous offer during the 
past week from a large Australian concern to take all the stock 
of book and writing paper in the warehouse at a figure much 
higher than prevails in Canada on such lines, but the attractive 
proposition was turned down owing to the brisk domestic de- 
mand. 

Glazed kraft cannot be obtained for many months and unglazed 
is also getting scarce, while the demand for kraft pulp at $90 
per ton, f. o. b. mill, is reported very active. Groundwood pulp 
is also scarce and owing to ice trouble the plants have been handi- 
capped in operation during the past fortnight. 

The scarcity of news print each week becomes more pronounced 
and the suspension of certain papers is announced, While the 
figure fixed in Canada is $80 per ton, for the first six months of 
the present year, no one knows what publishers will be compelled 
to pay after July 1, next. More dailies are increasing their sub- 
scription rates, while others are curtailing the news contents of 
their papers. Weeklies are advancing their subscription price to 
two dollars a year in order to take care of the increasing costs. 


Report Best Year on Record 


The annual report of the American Sales Book Company, 
Limited, of which S. J. Moore, of Toronto, is the president, has 
just been issued. It shows that 1919 was the best year in the 
history of the company and that the profits exceeded those of 
1918 by $110,921, and the outlook for 1920 is favorable Profits 
for the year were $427,237, compared with $316,316. Dividends 
on preferred were continued at seven per cent., amounting to 
$215,131. The transfer to reserve for depreciation was $129,073,

compared with $75,000 a year ago. The balance brought forward 
from the previous year was $269,897, and the balance carried for- 
ward this year was $270,851. The profit and loss balance is still 
subject to a deduction for United States federal taxes for 1919. 
Current assets amount to $1,083,327, and the current liabilities 
$286,405, compared with $1,311,074 and $581,129, respectively, a 
year ago. The large reduction in bills payable is one of the 
gratifying features of the report. The allowances in assets for 
patent and good-will remains unchanged at $2,524,563. This is 
the first report to be received by the former Carter-Crume Com- 
pany shareholders since the American Sales Book Company took 
over that concern. 

The annual meeting of the Howard Smith Paper Mills, Limited, 
will be held on March 8, and, it is understood, that the statement 
covering 1919 will show large increases over the year previous, 
It is stated that the sales will run between two and three times 
as great and the profits will be in the neighborhood of $350,000 
or double those of 1918. The company had the advantage of the 
Crabtree plant at Crabtree Mills, operating full time as compared 
with half a year in 1918, and also a greatly increased output at 
the Beauharnois plant, where the second machine has just been 
put in operation, 


New Railways to Tap Northern Interests 

The Drury government in Ontario has decided to proceed with 
the extention of the. Nipissing Central Railway, from New Lis- 
keard to the head of Lake Timiskaming, just as soon as M. J. 
O’Brien, Limited, is prepared to go ahead with the development 
of the Des Quinze water power and the erection of the proposed 
large pulp mill. The plant will cost five million dollars and will 
turn out sulphite pulp. The Canadian Pacific Railway also in- 
tends to tap the northern country and will build about sixty-six 
miles of line, from Kipawa along the eastern shore of Lake Tim- 
iskaming, a part of which will be through country richly wooded 
with spruce and other timber, and containing untold potentialities. 


Abitibi Plant Again in Full Operation 

The broken middle dam at Iroquois Falls, Ont. has been re- 
paired by the Abitibi Power and Paper Company and the plant 
is again operating at full capacity, turning out about 255 tons of 
news print daily. No. 4 machine recently established a recond of 
99.9 per cent. efficiency, and the showing of the other three ma- 
chines is not far behind. Taking into account the large volume 
of orders booked ahead, the reasonably adequate supply of work- 
men and the high degree of co-operation between the company 
and its employees the output of 1920 will exceed that of any 
previous year in the history of the big concern. Development 
work now under way will increase the capacity by 25,000 tons 
per annum, commencing in September, next, and a further 50,000 
tons per annum will be turned out by February, 1921, giving a 
total news print production a year hence of 145,000 tons yearly. 


General Jottings of the Trade 

Application for the probate of the will of the late Walter James 
Bell, wholesale paper merchant of Toronto, has been made. The 
estate is valued at $74,719. A bequest of $20,000 is made to his 
daughter and the remainder is left to his widow. 

Charles E. Allen, who was for many years a member of the 
traveling staff of the Buntin-Reid Company, Toronto, and re- 
cently resigned as sales manager of the firm, has formed the 
Allen Paper Company and bought the stock of J. M. Dent & 
Sons, 27 Melinda street, an old-established paper house and pub- 
Mr, Allen has been identified with the 
paper trade since 1895. 

Lorne Gardiner, general manager of the Garden City Paper 
Mills, St. Catharines, Ont., while coming out of a theater re- 
cently, had the misfortune to fall and break his leg, with the 
result that he will be laid up for a few weeks.

Purpus Fibre Products Co. Increases Capital Stock from 
$25,000 to $75,000—Piqua Paper Box Co. Establishes

Thomson, Jr., Reported to Have Resigned from the 
Champion Coated Paper Co. at Hamilton and Champion

Dayton, Ohio, March 1, 1920.—The Purpus Fibre Products 
Company this week secured an authorization of an increase in 
capital from $25,000 to $75,000, and will begin the manufacture 
of paper containers at once. The company was organized by 
Hugo Purpus several months ago, but on account of its inability 
to sectire a suitable building until recently, little progress had 
been made in marketing the product. Other articles besides milk 
bottles will be manufactured. A building, located at 1808-10 South 
Brown street, has been purchased and machinery has been in- 
stalled.

The Louis’ are planning the enlargement of the plant in Piqua, 
it is understood: Ralph Louis, son of Meyer Louis, will have 
charge of the Sidney plant as superintendent, and Samuel Louis, 
another son, will serve as superintendent of the Piqua factory. 

In this connection, it might be mentioned that there never was 
a heavier demand for boxes of all kinds, particularly for con- 
fections. Every other new establishment in the average-sized 
city has added from three to twenty new “sweetshops” since pro- 
hibition carried in Ohio. A large wholesale liquor house turned 
its place into a wholesale candy establishment, while expensive 
candy palaces have sprung up on every side.

Creditors of the Miami Valley Tissue Mills Company, at Frank- 
lin, held their first meeting at Cincinnati the latter part of last 
week since it entered the bankruptcy court. The session was held 
in the office of Referee Reeve. Walter J. Meyer, president of 
the company, was examined relative to the assets of the company. 
Paul V. Connolly, Cincinnati attorney, was elected trustee and 
was authorized to have the assets of the company appraised at 


once. His bond was fixed at $40,000. 


Change Reported in Champion Coated Paper Co. 

A report current during the past week that Peter G. Thomson, 
Jr., had resigned from the Champion Coated Paper Company at 
Hamilton and the Champion Fibre Company, Canton, N. C., was 
confirmed, according to an authority, in Hamilton, though Mr. 
Thomson did not care to discuss the matter at length. 

As far as known, the resignation has not been accepted. Peter 
G. Themson, Sr., president of the company, is quoted as saying 
that his son had tendered his resignation as vice-president, but 
not as director; that no action has been taken by either company, 
and no date fixed for the meeting of the boards of either concern, 
nor could he say when the meetings would be held.

Walkout at Crystal Paper Plant 

One hundred and twenty-five employees of the Crystal Paper 
Company at Amanda, near Hamilton, walked out at the company’s 
mill last week.. President D. C. Harlan, who és prominent in the 
affairs of the valley, stated that a voluntary increase in wages 
had been granted to all employees on February 16. 

No demands for union recognition or increase in pay have been 
made, it is stated, so another reason must exist for the strike. 
The mill was forced to close at a time when the order books 
were well filled. 

It is presumed that the difficulties will be adjusted soon, as the 
company always has been eminently fair to its employees. It is 
unusual for a strike to occur under the circumstances, the higher 
wages having been allowed on the strength that living costs are 
greater than formerly and business is good. 


Ohio Paper Co. Geté Power 

The Dayton Power & Light Company will come to the aid of 
the Ohio Paper Company in furnishing motive power, pending 
the repair of the company’s water-wheel. The City Council and 
Board of Affairs of Miamisburg held a joint session to consider 
the plight of the paper mill, one of the leading industries of the 
town. It was decided that the town could not furnish adequate 
power and a resolution was drawn up by the City Solicitor grant- 
ing the Dayton Power and Light Company the privilege of fur- 
nishing the necessary electric power to substitute that usually 
furnished by the time-honored water-wheel, which generates from 
a hydraulic. The old wheel cannot be used, and as a new one 
will have to be installed, it will not be in place until May 1. 


Twine Factory Starts Up 
The J. C. Groendyke twine factory at Miamisburg started up 
this week with its regular force, and the manufacture of twine 
was commenced. The mill, which is one of the most important 
of its kind in the Middle West, has been closed since last summer. 
An entire new steam plant has been installed and the facilities of 
the firm greatly increased. 


Disposition of Barber Estate 

Considerable interest was manifested here this week in the dis- 
position of the estate of the late Ohio C. Barber, head of the 
American Straw Board Company, who died some time ago at 
Akron, as noted in these columns, An estate valued approxi 
mately at $4,500,000 is bequeathed mostly for the establishment 
of an institution to be known as. the “Ohio C. Barber Agricultural 
and Industrial School.” 

The will provides for the establishment of the school on the 
Anna Dean farm, one of the finest in America, where Mr. Barber 
experimented in scientific farming while still giving his attention 


to his large match business and his straw-board interests. In 


his will Mr. Barber asks that all his estate, not previously be- 
queathed in an antenuptial contract with his second wife, or in 
the document drawn by Attorney Andrew Squire, of Cleveland, 
in 1915, be turned over to the agricultural and industrial school. 
He also asks that the school be so conducted by the endowments, 
donations, etc., to be offered from other sources, so that other 
schocl buildings could be erected on the farm and all interests 
co-operate for the advancement of education.

IS REPORTED VERY FIRM 


Mills Are Not Making Much Progress on Orders Booked, But 
Continue About Four or Five Months Behind on De- 
liveriee—Board Manufacturers Complain About Their 
Inability to Get Cars—In the Central West Board Mills 
Also Complain About Their Inability to Get a Safe Sur- 
plus of Coal on Hand—Sam Knode, of Albemarle Paper 
Co., to Make a Trip Around the World.

Cuicaco, March 1, 1920.—The paper situation continues very 
firm in this city, according to both mill salesmen and paper dealers. 
The mills are not making much progress on orders booked, but 
continue about four or five months behind on deliveries. Some 
of the mills are six months behind, according to their loca! repre- 
sentatives. Mills are turning down orders right and left, not 
because they would not like to take them, but because it is non- 
sense, they frankly admit, to assume obligations which they cannot 
meet. 

The paper dealers are under constant pressure from their 
customers for paper, which they are making every effort in their 
power to deliver. The stocks of the paper jobbers have fallen to 
a low point, even on the most popular weights and sizes. In fact, 
the more general the consumption of a certain brand of paper, the 
harder it is for the jobber to keep the paper in stock. In Chicago, 
during the past few weeks, a scarcity of bond paper has developed. 
The more popular brands are almost out of stock, in many 
instances. The houses which have the distribution of these brands 
are shooting their current deliveries direct to their printer 
customers. The dust is not allowed to gather on paper of any 
sort which arrives in the market at the present time. 

The wrapping paper situation is acute, but not serious. Dealers 
find it hard to get mills to take orders. At another season of 
the year—in the fall, for instance—something like a panic would 
be in progress with wrapping paper deliveries at their present low 
ebb. As it is, the dealers are barely able to supply the immediate 
requirements of their customers. 

Cars and Coal in Short Supply 

The boxboard market is firm, and box makers are suffering from 
a shortage of deliveries. The board mills complain in almost all 
instances that they are unable to get cars in which to make ship- 
ments. They also complain that they are held up in their produc- 
tion because of the slow coal deliveries. 

In the central west the board mills have never fully recovered 
from the effects of the coal strike just before the holidays. 
Although most of them are close to the coal fields, it seems almost 
impossible to get a safe surplus of coal on hand. Paper stock 
dealers of the city say that the demand from the mills is more 
higher. The stock houses are constantly obliged to pay higher 
wages to help, in order to get them to buckle down to the 
unpleasant and unsanitary task of sorting and baling collections of 
old paper and rags. 

Sam Knode to Go Around World 

Who should drop into the city this week but Sam Knode, of the 
Albemarle Paper Company, Richmond, Va. Mr. Knode has been 
here many a time in the past, but never under such unusual circum- 
stances as at the present time. He is merely pausing in Chicago 
on a trip around the world. He will be gone about two years. 
He will visit all points of interest en route, and will take his 
time to seeing the sights. Chicago friends will miss Mr. Knode 
during his long absence, but they are glad to learn that he is 
taking a little “time out,” after his long years of toil.

WasuinctTon, D. C., March 2, 1920.—The following is a review 
of the reports received by the Federal Trade Commission from 
domestic manufacturers of news print paper, from jobbers buying 
and selling news print paper and from leading publishers using 
news print paper. Import and export figures of the Department 
of Commerce are also included in the review. Whenever pos- 
sible the figures for 1920 are compared with those for the corre- 
sponding period of 1919. 

The figures which follow show the results of the Commission’s 
tabulation of the reports for re 1920, compared with 
January, 1919:

Note.—Above figures for total print do not include hanging 
paper but include print paper production of mills operating for 
the most part on some other grade. All figures prior to March, 
1919, have been prorated from a weekly basis to a calendar 
month basis. 

The average or normal production of total print and standard 
news based upon total production for the years 1917 and 1918 
amounted to .109,798 tons of total print and 99,034 tons of 
standard news for a period corresponding to January. The aver- 
age production based upon the weekly and monthly reports for 
the 18 months’ period ended September 30, 1919, amounted to 
111,618 tons of total print and 100,464 tons of standard news, 
whereas the actual production amounted to 129,663 tons of total 
print and 114,957 tons of standard news.

Col. J. D. Pratt 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 1, 1920.—Col. J. D. Platt, organizer of 
the Platt Iron Works Company, died last week and was laid to 
rest Friday afternoon. Colonel Platt was a conspicuous figure in 
the industrial history of Dayton. Coming here after a creditable

Publishers’ stocks and transit tonnage on january 31, repre- 
sented slightly more than 35 days’ supply at the existing rate 
of consumption. 

Forty-six publishing concerns held about 48 per cent of the 
tonnage on hand at the end of the month. 


Mill Prices to Publishers 

The weighted average price of contract deliveries from do- 
mestic mills to publishers during January, 1920, f. o. b. mill in 
carload lots for standard news in rolls was $4,362 per 100 pounds. 
This weighted average is based Spon January deliveries of ap- 
proximately 75,000 tons on contracts involving a total tonnage 
of about one and a half million tons of paper manufactured in 
the United States. These contracts include a few long-term 
contracts made prior to the war at very low prices. 

The weighted average contract price based on deliveries from 
Canadian mills of more than 15,000 tons of standard roll news 
in carload lots f. o. b. mill in January, 1920, was $4,267 per 100 
pounds. This weighted average is based upon the January deliv- 
eries on contracts involving more than 300,000 tons of Canadian 
paper. The greater number of these are short-term contracts 
covering the year 1920. 

The weighted average market price for January of standard 
roll news in carload lots f. o. b. mill based upon domestic pur- 
chases totaling more than 14,000 tons was $6,624 per 100 pounds.

Protects the Buyer of Merchandise 
New York, March 2, 1920. 
Editor Paper TrapE JouRNAL :— 

On last Wednesday a case was tried before Judge Callaghan 
in City Court, City of New York, which should be of interest to 
all packers, dealers and users of paper mill supplies. It illus- 
trates a point in law which protects the buyer of merchandise, and 
is covered by section 95 of the Sales Act which provides that an 
implied warranty in sales by description follows the goods. 

Section 150 of the Sales Act provides that where there is a 
breach of warranty by the seller, the buyer may either accept or 
keep the goods and set up against the seller for breach of war- 
ranty by way of recoupment in diminution er extension of the 
price, or accept or keep the goods and maintain action against the 
seller for the damages for breach of warranty. 

It is frequently assumed that because a buyer uses all or part 
of a shipment which is of a different kind from the material 
bought, he has no redress, but as proved in this case, such is not 
the fact. ; 

During the past summer the plaintiff, Castle, Gottheil & Over- 
ton, bought 10 to 12 tons of re-packed house soiled white bags 
fram the defendant, the Main Paper Stock Company, who con- 
firmed the sale as re-packed No. 2 whites. The material, upon ar- 
rival at the mill, turned out to be of a different kind, viz., street 
whites, and this was reported by the plaintiff to the defendant 
within the thirty day limit according to trade customs. 

A request was made by the plaintiff that the difference in value 
between the two kinds of rags be allowed the mill by the shipper. 
The latter sent his agent to examine the goods and the agent 
opened up two bales which were seen to be street soiled whites. 
Meanwhile the mill had used a portion of the shipment. 

The agent made his report to the shipper who immediately 
notified the plaintiff that, with the exception of the two bales 
opened in the presence of his agent, the entire shipment must be 
returned if any redress was to be had. The plaintiff then gave 
the shipper an opportunity of coming to their office and settling 
the matter in a personal interview and an appointment was ar- 
ranged which the defendant failed to keep. After one more at- 
tempt with similar results, suit was started. 

The defendant attempted to prove in court that the rags which 
arrived at the mill were not the rags which were originally ship- 
ped, but the plaintiff was able to give documentary evidence dis- 
proving this contention and that the kind of rags received were 
as reported by the mill. 

The jury, after being out five minutes, returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff for the full amount claimed, plus the cost of the trial, 
which amount has since been paid.

Underwoon Kesolution in Canada 


The Montreal Star has come out with a strong editorial criti- 
cizing the backing given to the Underwood resolution by the 
Boston Transcript. The Star argues that the call for the removal 
of the ban on the export of pulpwood from Canadian lands is 
neither just nor reasonable, while the idea that Americans have 
a legal case against Canada is nonsense. As the Star’s editorial 
may be assumed to reflect the Canadian attitude on this question 
it is reprinted in part herewith: 

“If the case for the Americans interested in Canada’s pulp 
lands is as good as The Transcript would have its public believe, 
the Underwood resolution, with its threat of the exercise of 
methods more forceful than negotiations, is surely a clumsy in- 
strument of securing justice. Canada is not Mexico. The courts 
of this country are open to receive and adjust the matter. Why 
is it not taken into the courts? ' 

“The reason is that the facts of the actual case neither bear 
out the contentions of The Transcript nor justify the Underwood 
resolution. Resort is made to extra-legal methods where legal 
methods offer no hope of success. 

“It is true, as The Transcript says, that Americans possess full 
legal title to many acres of Quebec woodlands. It is also true, as 
The Transcript omits to say, that all the leases under which this 
land is held reserve to the Quebec. Government the right to regu- 
late the arrangements under which cutting should be permitted 
including, if public policy require it, the right to forbid cutting 
altogether. That is a large reservation. 

“It is ten years since the Quebec Government by Order-in- 
Council, stopped the export of timber from its Crown lands 
except when manufactured into lumber or pulp. During all those 
ten years, the courts of Canada have been open to the American 
interests with legal rights now alleged to be assailed. The fact 
that they made no effort for a court decision reflects unfavorably 
upon their present employment of political and newspaper propa- 
ganda. Their lack of confidence in the merits of their case is 
established as clearly by their past bashfulness as by their present 
boldness. 

“Quebec is described by The Transcript as able to furnish an 
adequate supply of pulpwood to Eastern United States paper mills 
for an almost unlimited period. Here again the Boston journal 
is wide of the facts. Of Quebec’s estimated Crown reserves of 
120,000,000 acres, no less than 75,000,000 are located in Ungava, 
are totally inaccessible at present and but partially explored. 
The known pulpwood areas of this province are estimated to 
contain commercially available pulpwood sufficient to meet the 
present rate of demand for but thirty-five or forty years.” 

The Star makes too much of its hint that the Underwood reso- 
lution proposes “the exercise of methods more forceful than ne- 
gotiations.” It may be safely stated that the reslution is simply 
a measure to rectify by only thoroughly correct means a measure

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which has long been regarded as unfair by many people on this. 
side of the line and the unfairness of which has been emphasized 
by the present conditions in news print. 


Balue of Regular Saving 


An “unqualified endorsement” of the thrift and savings move- 
ment of the Savings Division of the Treasury is the way William 
M. Wood, president of the American Woolen Company, expresses 
his opinion on the value of regular saving and safe investment as 
a basis for better understanding between capital and labor, and 
for the future welfare of the employer, the employee, the com- 
munity and the nation. 

Mr. Wood is the head of one of the greatest of the basic manu- 
facturing industries of the world. The American Woolen Com- 
pany operates more than fifty mills in various sections of the 
country. It has thousands of employees in whose problems in 
connection with the high cost of living Mr. Wood has shown 
an abiding interest. 

Both as a great business executive, a financier and a deep thinker 
on economics, he is cofivinced of the necessity for saving and of 
looking to the morrow. He has originated this slogan for his 
employees, “Save money to create your job. Save more money 
to perpetuate your job,” and declares that the future will prove 
this sound advice. For new capital in industry creates new op- 
portunities and increased employment and provides for expansion. 
The only known source of new capital is savings. 

Mr. Wood’s announcement to the public follows: 

“I wish to take this opportunity to give to the public my un- 
qualified endorsement of the Thrift and Savings movement carried 
on by the Savings Division of the First Federal Reserve District. 

“To my employees, I wish to give a “slogan,” which I think will 
be useful to them all their lives. It is this: 

“The money saved will help you in years to come, and the habit 
of thrift once formed will help you to save the money which will 
make your success certain in the future. I wish to give every 
facility and encouragement to the field workers of the Savings 
Division in our various plants, and I ask that superintendents, 
foremen and operators cooperate with these field workers, and 
give them every assistance in their power.” 

“The future will prove that this is sound advice, and I request 
that particular attention be given these instructions.” 


New Enterprises Heavy 


From returns now available and especially prepared by the 
Journal of Commerce, it appears that nine hundred and forty-five 
new enterprises were incorporated under the laws of the principal 
States in February, with an authorized capital of $1,158,861,000. 
In the same period a year ago the total was $323,635,000, when 
considerably less htan five hundred companies were formed. 

But the past month’s figures fall far short of the January incor- 
porations, which involved $2,280,460,600 and covered a record 
number of fourteen hundred and ninety-one concerns. 

Current returns, which include all lines of business or industry, 
are highly significant, as they suggest the hopeful sentiment that 
prevails concerning the future of general business. There were 
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fewer large individual incorporations during February, which in 
part explains the falling off in the grand total. 

New paper and allied enterprises were well represented in the 
figures mentioned, although the definite amounts cannot be now 
named. 

According to bankers, there is reason to believe that a number 
of the companies which have just been incorporated will not 
carry out their plans until the high credit tension now so much 
in evidence has been replaced by a return to more normal condi- 
tions in the money market. It is difficult to forecast just when this 
is likely to be witnessed, although some close observers of the 
situation seem to think that there will be a relaxation in mone- 
tary conditions soon after March 15, when Federal income taxes 
are out of the way. 


Canadian Paper Exports. 


Canadian exports of pulp and paper in December, 1919, accord- 
ing to the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, reached a total 
value of $9,796,372, an increase of $3,333,428 over those of Decem- 
ber, 1918, and of $779,385 over those of the preceding month. 
The principal gain was in the value of paper which amounted to 
$6,212,430 in December, 1919, compared with $3,783,240 in 1918. 
The details are as follows:

News print paper accounted for the larger part of the paper 
exports, there being 1,370,526 cwts., valued at $5,051,898, of this 
class of paper exported during the month, some of the principal 
importing countries being: The United States, 1,082,294 cwts., 
valued at $3,993,155; Australia, 167,801 cwts., valued at $579,826; 
United Kingdom, 51,231 cwts., valued at $189,626. News print 
was also shipped during the month to the Argentine Republic, 
Brazil, British South Africa, China, Cuba, New Zealand, Peru 
and other countries. The paper exports also included wrapping 
paper to the value of $307,282 and boards to the value of $564,845. 

The total value of pulp and paper exports for the first nine 
months of the fiscal year amounted to $74,424,912, a gain of $14,- 
006,984 over the corresponding period of last year and of $26,973,- 
523 over 1917, as follows:

There were 46,747 cords of unmanufactured pulpwood valued at 
$480,669 exported in December, 1919, against 72,468 cords, valued 
at $748,364 in December, 1918. For the nine months’ period the 
unmanufactured pulpwood exported was valued at $6,802,209, com- 
pared with $11,595,228 in 1918, a decrease of $4,793,019. 


Paper Trade and the Constitutional League 


One of the members of the paper trade, having been asked 
to accept the Chairmanship for the paper trade of the Consti- 
tutional League of America, has written as follows: 

I am in receipt of yours of February 10 and 11. To my mind 
the Constitution is a plan to secure an end, and the way to 
carry out the end is to have in public positions men of experience, 
ability and foresight. 
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Citizens have lost faith through the poor appointments and 
the wasteful administration of their funds. “An expenditure 
of six hundred million dollars for aeroplanes and practically 
no aeroplanes does not make me want to save,” said one man. 
to me. Twenty-two million dollars worth of automobiles rust- 
ing without being put on the market when the market wants 
them, accomplishes the same mental result. 

If you start something, insisting upon better men and better 
service, I am in sympathy, but do not feel that our industry 
would respond, to a great degree, to this constitution campaign. 

The gentleman referred to has requested the Parser Trape 
JourNnaL to publish this letter in order to get the views of the 
paper trade on this subject. 

The Constitutional League is a voluntary association of citi- 
zens who believe in the Government of the United States and 
who consider its underlying principles, as evidenced by the Con- 
stitution, a true expression of the fundamental rights and 
liberties of the people. 


Blanc Fixe Plant Burns 


Fire at the Long Island blanc fixe plant of the Durex Chem- 
ical Company, subsidiary of Toch Brothers, resulted in a damage 
estimated at from $100,000 to $110,000 last week. 

Flames were first observed at 5.30 on the morning of February 
26, and continued to consume the buildings until late the fol- 
lowing day. A strong northwest gale raging at the time rendered 
the firemen’s task all the more difficult, and the debris was en- 
tirely covered with thick ice, which froze as a result of the 
water deluge from the local firemens’ high pressure hose. Among 
the properties included in the loss were $50,000 worth of con- 
tracted blanc fixe and 560 casks of chloride of barium. 

The Durex Chemical Company’s plant at Sweetwater, Tenn., is 
working to capacity in an effort to take care of its customers 
whose supplies were destroyed in the Long Island fire. 


R. S. Kellogg Speaks at Syracuse 


R. S. Kellogg, secretary of the News Print Service Bureau, spent 
a busy day in Syracuse, N. Y., on Wednesday of this week. In 
the morning he was scheduled to talk at the convocation to the 
entire student body of the State College of Forestry on the sub- 
ject of “Getting On in the World”; at lunch he was to say some- 
thing for the Optimists’ Club downtown; during the afternoon 
he was to meet the older students at a round table discussion on 
the forestry question and in the evening he was to show a mov- 
ing picture film of pulpwood logging operations, news print paper 
manufacture, etc.

Wasuincton, D. C., March 2, 1920—The attached tabulation 
is a summary of production, shipments and stocks of all paper 
mills in the United States for the month of January, 1920. This 
summary is compared with the month of January, 1919, and the 
average production and stocks based upon the weekly and month- 
ly reports for the 18-months’ period ended September 30, 1919. 
The mills have been classified for convenience into ten groups 
according to the grades of paper made. Some mills making 
several grades appear in more than one group which causes 
duplication in the body of the tonnage tables in the number of 
mills. 

The variation in the number of mills from one period to another 
is due in part to the fact that some mills do not run continu- 
ously on the same grade. 

The stocks of paper carried by different mills depend not only 
upon the conditions of the market, but also upon the kind of 
paper made, the trade customs, etc. 

The total time the machines were idle, reported by domestic 
mills, is shown by grades in the tabulation below. This includes 
the machines in mills which were closed down completely. The 
reasons tabulated for lost time are lack of labor, lack of orders 
and repairs. “Other reasons” include lack of coal, lack of water 
power, etc. Lack of coal caused a loss of more than 4,400 hours. 
The total time lost in December is shown by grades and reasons 
for comparison’ purposes.

NEWS PRINT FOR JANUARY 
(Continued from page 46) 


News print is the only grade of which the United States is a 
hheavy importer. Practically all of this tonnage, the value of 
which amounted to $3,783,700 for December, 1919, is imported 
from Canada. The value of the exports of news print in De- 
ember, 1919, amounted to $391,307, which is only about 10 per 
cent of the value of the news print imported. 

News print, book paper, fine paper, and wrapping were the 
principal grades exported, the combined value amounting to 
$1,862,181 for December, 1919. 

The value of the total imports for all grades was about 10 
per cent less than for November, 1919, but exceeded December, 
1918, more than 17 per cent. The value of the total exports for 
December, 1919, was $1,450,305 less than the value of the ex- 
ports for December, 1918, and was $841,928 less than the value 
of the imports for December, 1919. 


Stocks at Delivery Points 

The following stocks were reported on hand at terminal and 
delivery points on January 21 in addition to the mill stocks shown 
in the tabulation: News print, 1,061 tons; book paper, 2,613 tons; 
fine, 22 tons; wrapping, 133 tons; and miscellaneous, 248 tons. 

Stocks of all grades except wrapping, fine and hanging paper 
increased during the month. Stocks of all grades reported by 
‘manufacturers at the end of January amounted to 171,972 tons 
including the stocks at terminal aid delivery points. In addition 
to these stocks, jobbers and publishers reported news print stocks 
and tonnage in transit aggregating 170,149 tons. 


Ratio of Stocks to Average Production 


Comparing the stocks on hand at the domestic mills with their 
average daily production based upon the weekly and monthly 
reports for the 18-months’ period ended September 30, 1919, the 
figures show that: 

News print paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 4 days’ 
average output. 

Book paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 8 days’ aver- 
age output. 

Paper board mill stocks equal slightly less than 7 days’ average 
output. 

Wrapping paper mill stocks equal slightly less than 11 days’ 
average output. 


Bag paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 4 day’s average 
output. 


Fine paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 24 days’ average 
output. 

Tissue paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 12 days’ aver- 
age output. 


Hanging paper mill stocks equal slightly less than 4 days’ 
average output. 

Felts and building paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 
7 days’ average output. 

Miscellaneous paper mill stocks equal slightly more than 24 
days’ average output. 

Total paper mill stocks of all grades equal slightly less than 
9 days’ average output.

Keeping Foam Down in Beaters 


Question No. 2492. Can you suggest anything to replace 
kerosene oii for use in the beaters to keep the foam down when 
furnishing, which may be more economical? 

Answer No. 2492. If you use mineral loading in your furnish, 
you may reduce the foaming to a great extent, if not entirely, by 
putting in a small percentage of talc before you begin to furnish. 
This will not be an added expense, as it replaces a certain amount 
of your loading material. If you do not use loading material, 
kerosene oil is about as good as anything. 


Control of Clay Solution 


Question No. 2493. In regard to your recent answer on the 
control of clay solution, I would be obliged if you could give 
figures showing the different weights of the clay solution and 
their equivalents in percentage. 

Answer No. 2493. Taking 19.6 ounces of clay solution, as 100 
per cent (three pounds per gallon), the following list gives dif- 
ferent weights in ounces and the equivalent in percentage. The 
range in weights is sufficient to cover practical working conditions.

Eliminating Dirt From Rags 

Question No. 2494. Could you advise through your Questions 
and Answers Department on how to treat No. 3 rags to eliminate 
as much as possible the fine specks of dirt in the half stuff? 

Answer No. 2494. Your first consideration should be to see to 
it, that the rags are properly dusted and sorted. This, of course, 
is a very important point, and must be well looked after. No, 3 
rags which have been carelessly dusted and sorted in the rag room 
are correspondingly difficult to free from dirt in the succeeding 
operations. Therefore, keep your eye on the rag room. In cook- 
ing the rags it is advisable to use about 7 or 8 per cent lime and 
to cook for about 10 to 12 hours at a pressure of 50 lbs. A higher 
pressure might have a tendency to fix the dirt on the fibre thus 
making it more difficult to remove in the washing operation. In 
washing the rags it is important that your drum for removing the 
dirty water is covered with a coarse mesh wire cloth, not smaller 
than 50 mesh. It is obvious that if you use a finer mesh, say 70 
or 80, so much more fine dirt will remain in the rags as it is not 
able to pass out through the fine mesh wire. Another point to be 
remembered in washing is, not to put the roll down on the bed 
plate until the rags are quite thoroughly washed. Otherwise the 
dirt is beaten into the fibre and is quite impossible to remove by 
washing, or any other mearis,

The bleaching of the rags: is, of course, very important, but it 
is quite difficult to say just how much bleaching powder you should 
use without knowing the condition of the rags. As a general 
thing 4 or 5 lbs. of bleaching powder per 100 lbs. of rags is about 
right, but it may have to be varied one way or the other, according 
to the condition of the rags. Keep the rags in the drainers two or 
three months, if possible. This gives the bleach a chance to act 
upon the dirt as well as to exhaust itself and leaves your rags free 
from chlorine. 


Explains High Cost of Paper 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., March 1, 1920.—“Only an immediate material 
decrease in the present inflation of value will bring about an in- 
crease in the production of paper,” declared Benjamin Van Wyck, 
of the S. D. Warren Company, at a luncheon of the Pilgrim Pub- 
licity Association. 

He explained that paper manufacturers hesitated about installing 
new machinery to increase production because of the extremely 
high cost of such equipment, 

One case he cited was of a paper making machine recently in- 
stalled by his concern at a cost of nearly three-quarters of a 
million dollars, which, under normal conditions, would not exceed 
$400,000 at the most. 

Under normal conditions the increased consumption of paper 
amounted to about 5 per cent, he said, but the present demand for 
advertising literature, income tax reports and other paper necessi- 
ties brought on by the war has increased the percentage to an 
immense figure. The increased percentage had to be taken care 
of with practically the same equipment as under normal conditions, 
he added. The only salvation for the rapidly diminishing supply 
of suitable wood pulp used in making high grades of paper is the 
cultivation of a plant that will yield a yearly supply of fibre, he 
declared. Such a plant exists in Africa and eventually will be 
developed, he stated. 


Champion Paper Co. Renews Big Order 


The Champion Paper Company, with mills at Carthage, N. Y., 
has announced a renewal for a term of five years of the order 
supplying Montgomery Ward & Co., the great Chicago mail order 
house, with catalogue paper. 

With the announcement of the order comes announcement of 
the issue of $500,000 in first and refunding mortgage six per cent 
gold bonds. The issue is taken by the Northern New York Trust 
Company of this city. Of the total issue, $193,000 is reserved for 


' the retirement of underlying bonds of the company. 


The new contract is based upon the cost of production, insuring 
a,substantial profit from the operation of the mills, regardless of 
the cost of production. 

The bonds now offered are dated March 1, 1920, and mature 
serially, commencing March 1, 1921, the final allotment maturing 
on March 1, 1927.

CONDITIONS OF PAPER TRADE IN CUBA 


WritTtEN BY BERNARD SHARP, PRESIDENT OF THE GREAT EasTERN Paper Company, INC, 


I have just returned from Havana, where I have spent several 
weeks trying to investigate business conditions and to ascertain 
the attitude of the Cuban merchants toward us. 

Havana has some very large and important merchants, and I 
learned that there are some very old-established paper firms there. 
One firm has been in the paper business since 1810, and another 
firm since 1825, which shows that the paper business is not new 
in Havana, but has been carried on for a good many years and 
has been developed to a large extent. 


Business Done in Modern Way 

Business is being done in a very modern way by all large mer- 
chants, and I found them very intelligent and very shrewd in 
their buying. They watch the market very closely and try and 
keep in touch with the European markets, as well as the markets 
in this country. 

During my stay there, I gave a banquet at the Hotel Plaza to 
the paper jobbers in Havana, for the purpose of getting together 
all these merchants under one roof, so as to enable me to get in 
closer relationship with them and become more friendly; also to 
see what could be done in order to improve our business relations 
and to find out the many causes for complaints to enable us to 
give them closer co-operation and satisfy them that we are anxious 
to give them the best possible service under the present conditions. 

Strange to say, this was the first time that all the Cuban paper 
merchants had come together under one roof, and this was the 
first meeting which they have ever had among themselves where 
their opinions were freely discussed. This meeting, of course, 
benefited all those present and myself. 


Propose Paper Association 

At the dinner a discussion arose regarding the organization of 
a paper association in Havana. The purpose of this association 
was to be mainly to get in closer touch with the mills, as well as 
with the exporters, both in foreign countries as well as in this 
country, to enable them to: get better co-operation from the vari- 
ous merchants with whom they are doing business. 

We all know that the tonnage used individually is very large, 
therefore if they were to combine their buying, the tonnage would 
be very large, as Cuba has been a very important outlet for large 
tonnage. The question of organizing this association was laid 
aside for further discussion. 


Conditions Causing Dissatisfaction 

After having a heart-to-heart talk with several of the large 
merchants, I found that there is a great deal of dissatisfaction 
and bad feeling towards us, mainly on account of the treatment 
which they have been getting from many exporters, recently, such 
as having very long delayed deliveries, cancellation of orders and 
also because they are unable to obtain any firm prices from ex- 
porters, which forces them to place orders on open prices and 
they do not know how to base their cost on the merchandise 
ordered. 

I found that many of our exporters have accepted orders a 
year ago at low prices, and when the prices went up they did not 
make any deliveries of the merchandise, which, of course, caused 
a great deal of dissatisfaction. 

Cuban merchants have not been in the habit of doing business 
in this manner and they explained to me that in all the years that 
they have been doing business in all the foreign countries there 
has never been an instance of this kind of treatment. 

I, being familiar with the conditions in this country, went into 
this matter thoroughly with them, and explained the conditions 
under which we are laboring at the present time and the reason 
why the mills have been unable to give them firm prices and the 


cause of the poor service. This explanation pleased them a great 
deal, as they are not receiving the proper explanations, which 
would put us in the right light with them. I found that the main 
reason why the merchants in the foreign countries are displeased 
is because of the fact that some of our American exporters have 
men representing them in these countries who do not know very 
much about present conditions and neither do they know a great 
deal about the paper business, 


Some Salesmen Disappointing 


I have met many of the salesmen who represent some of our 
exporters, and I was very much disappointed to see the kind of 
men representing our American houses of good reputation and 
standing. Very few of these salesmen knew very much about 
paper, neither did they know about conditions in this country and 
they had not been informed by the firms they are representing 
regarding the various difficulties that we are having at this time 
in obtaining paper from the mills as well as the other troubles, 
such as railroad embargoes, coal shortages and labor troubles, 

As we all know, the firms of the Latin-American countries place 
a great deal of confidence in the salesman with whom they are 
doing business, for in many instances they are not at all familiar 
with the concern, but depend entirely upon the salesman. But 
how can we expect confidence to be placed in our American firms 
when they have salesmen representing them who do not even 
know their own line, do not know the facts regarding the existing 
conditions ? 

Under the present condition we appreciate the fact that we do 
not need salesmen to sell our products, for if any firm has any 
merchandise to offer, an errand boy could go YWown there and 
secure the business, but this will not hold good for the future. 
This is the present condition only, 


Big Demand for Merchandise 


Cuba at the present time is very prosperous and there is a big 
demand for every kind of merchandise and the merchants are 
buying in very large quantities and paying our high prices. 

Personally they feel very friendly towards us, and feel that they 
are part of us, as they are so near by. Many Cubans at the pres- 
ent time speak the English language. In fact, English is taught 
in all the schools and the better classes are sending their children 
to this country to be educated, therefore they feel very close to 
us and this country would be given the preference in every respect 
if we are to take a stand that we must cater to them in a way to 
build up their confidence. We must show them that we are will- 
ing to cooperate with them and that we are anxious for their 
business and to hold their business for the future, otherwise I 
fear that as soon as the foreign markets resume their export 
business we shall lose a large percentage of the Cuban business. 

This, of course, does not apply to our old exporters, who are 
acquainted with these conditions and know how to do export 
business 

Have Not Studied Export Business 


The reason that we are apt to lose the confidence of the mer- 
chants is mainly on account of the actions of the new so-called 


exporters, who think that the export business is handled in the 


same manner as the domestic business, and when their domestic 
salesman has nothing to do he takes a pleasure trip (with busi- 
ness combined) to Cuba, and, unfortunately, the merchants do 
not know where to draw the line and the good American export- 
ers are suffering through the actions of the uneducated exporter. 

There are many exporters in the paper business who have never 
taken the trouble of studying the export business to find out the

demands of the trade, but they simply send out a quantity of 
samples to a representative whom they have never met and obtain 
business without knowing how to shop or pack the merchandise 
or how to satisfy the trade. It is these exporters who have caused 
much disappointment and many complaints during the past two 
years, 

The people in the foreign countries have stood for everything 
and said nothing, as they were very anxious for the merchandise 
and they could not help any unpleasantness which was caused 
them, but in the future these customers will not stand for such 
dealings, as they have in the past. 


Should Have Manufacturers’ Cooperation 


All paper exporters should appeal to the paper manufacturers 
for their cooperation at the present time. Although the mills 
have always felt that domestic business comes first and the surplus 
tonnage is for export, this does not at all satisfy the foreign trade 
at the present time and in order to. keep them satisfied the mills 
must consider that export business means as much as domestic 
business and must be taken care of as well as the dometic, re- 
gardless of what the conditions may be or how short paper is at 
the present time. 

The war has made us an export nation, and we cannot afford to 
lose our export business after having equipped ourselves to cater 
to the foreign trade. 

We have at the present time every facility for doing export 
business such as banking connections, steamship facilities and 
sources of credit information and what we need is the merchan- 
dise to sell and it is up to the mills to help our exporters to hold 
the foreign business. 


Price Not Always the Question 


The price is not always a question in the foreign markets as it 
depends a great deal upon the service and also whether or not 
they have confidence in the firm and in the country with whom 
they are doing business. If we would only take the trouble to 
study their requirements, and specifications, we could avoid a great 
deal of annoyance and dissatisfaction to them. 

We must prepare ourselves for the time when we shall be 
anxious for such an outlet as Cuba for our products and for that 
reason we must build up our business with them for the future 
more than for the present. 

There is no reason why our prosperous country cannot hold 
the business of any foreign country if the export business is done 
properly. 


Foresters’ Week in New York. 


Syracuse, N. Y., March 1, 1920.—Foresters’ Week, an innova- 
tion in New York forestry work, and in the educational field, will 
be held at the New York State College of Forestry at Syracuse 
for the week beginning Monday, April 12. 

This announcement was made today by the college authorities, 
and a tentative program of considerable interest has already been 
arranged. Special days will be devoted to particular features of 
the forestry problem. The Southern Pine Association, for in- 
stance, has already arranged to have its salesmen for this part of

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Late Deliveries of Holyoke Mail 

The following letter was written by the Merchants’ Association 
of New York in answer to a complaint made by about fifteen 
paper men regarding the late deliveries of Holyoke mail: 

“Following your recent complaint we have taken action in this 
matter as stated below: 

“The matter was personally presented to and discussed with 
the General Superintendent of Railway Mail Service from Wash- 
ington and two Division Superintendents from New England. It 
waspfound that the probable\cause of late deliveries is the arrival 
of mail over that route in an unsorted condition and its consequent 
detention in the New York office during the process of assorting. 
When the New York office is congested, as is frequently the case, 
such assorting may be delayed, causing material delay in de- 
liveries. 

“The General Superintendent agreed that hereafter when the 
mail arriving on the trains in question could not be assorted by 
the train crew while in transit, the local supplementary crew 
would perform the work of assorting in the car immediately upon 
its afrival, which would permit the prompt dispatch of the fully 
assorted mail to the various carriers’ districts, thus doing away 
with the delay likely to occur when the mail is sent to the General 
Post Office for assortment.

Business conditions in the paper and paper stock market con- 
tinued unfavorable this week because of poor transit facilities 
and the scarcity of raw materials. Never before in the history 
of the paper industry has weather played the title role with such 
a disastrous effect. Snow and ice has hindered the collector, 
and the shipping of paper stock to the mills, and has tied up the 
northern pulp mills to. the extent of crippling many of them 
i100 per cent. Heavy rains have even delayed the mining in the 
south of china clay and blanc fixe to an appreciable extent. 

The condition in the news print field is little changed. Pulp 
is scarce and demands continue, and from here and there come 
reports of fabulous prices being paid by some publications to 
make up the shortage. 

The continued demand for advertising space and increased 
circulation of the various publications have done much to sell out 
book paper mills months in advance. Among other reasons for 
the increasing volume of advertising, is the fact that money so 
expended is deductable from the income tax, and advertisers 
are apparently figuring out how to get more advantageous 
returns from their earnings. Even without the heavy adver- 
tising campaigns now under way, book paper production would 
fall short of meeting the publisher’s demands because of the 
marked increase in circulation, which has been traced back to 
the general prosperity of the country. 

Demand was good in the tissue market this week, with prices 
fairly steady. The most radical jump was made by kraft tissue, 
which has been rising steadily for the last two weeks, and this 
week reached the mark of 1.60, with promises of a further eleva- 
tion. Tissues are daily getting scarcer. 

Prices in the board market are believed to have reached the 
turn of the road. Boards of all grades are scarce and demands 
for this commodity are fdt overbalancing the supply. Some box- 
makers are supplied with stock bought at the lower prices and 
are filling their back orders, while those manufacturers who did 
not buy when the market was at the lower level, are purchasing 
lightly to meet urgent present needs. Container board continued 
in strong demand during the past week. 

Mechanical Pulp 

Mechanical pulp is reported as far oversold, with the demand 
increasing as a natural result of the strong paper demand in all 
fields. Many of the important mills manufacturing this product 
are running at a capacity less than half of their normal output. 
Here as in other markets, the weather is again attributed as the 
cause of the acute shortage. Ground wood is now selling at $65@ 
70, and from the present outlook, prices may advance more until 
later in the month, when spring thaws it is hoped will enable 
the woodpulp mills to produce their normal output. 


Chemical Pulp 
The scant shipments of chemical pulp from Sweden, together 
with the handicap suffered by the Canadian mills because of the 
ice, are responsible for the extreme shortage of chemical pulp 
and the reaching of a slightly higher price level during the past 
week. It, was reported that the Chicoutimi Pulp Company, of 
Chicoutimi, Que., has been running its mills at greatly reduced 
capacity during the past two months, and this, together with 
operations reduced at several other important Canadian pulp 
mills, have caused the present dearth of material in the American 
market. As in the mechanical pulp field, warmer weather and a 
more adequate supply of fuel are hoped to bring about better 
conditions with the coming of spring. 
Rags 
Rag dealers have ceased speculation as to when and how top 
prices will be reached in this market. With the passing of each 





presumably final crisis, new conditions arise from an apparently 
clear landscape. The latest prophecy is, however, that prices 
will start on a mildly graded toboggan some time in April, and 
such a condition will of necessity cause a complete change in 
buying and selling ethics throughout the trade, especially with a 
continuance of the abnormality in the paper production field. 
Prices for the past week rose slightly in accordance with recent 
past performances, and collections continued to be poor, 

Foreign shipments of rags are reported as stronger during the 
past week. The dock strikes in Holland continue to delay in- 
voices from that port, and the French government has recently 
prohibited the exportation of new linen and cotton cuttings, but 
shipments of recent arrival were presumably started before the 
occurrence of these irregularities. Prices in this market are be- 
lieved by several importers due for a rising tendency. 


Old Ropes and Bagging 

Old rope was in strong demand during the past week. This 
condition can be traced back directly to the activity in real 
estate development at this time. Cement works require vast 
quantities of bags, bag makers need the strong and heavy 
quality bagging, and mills manufacturing this article are conseé- 
quently making heavy demands upon dealers in old ropes—manila 
in particular, a number of sales of which were reported this 
week at 8.25 the pound. 

Sales were not as brisk in the bagging field, and dealers in 
this market are having no trouble in supplying the needs of the 
mills. Exceptions in this line are the several grades of roofing 
siock, which packers report are quite scarce and in heavy demand. 


Waste Paper 

Quotations rose considerably in all grades of waste papers dur- 
ing the past week, owing partly to the difficulty experienced by 
dealers in obtaining stock to fill the mill orders. Weather condi- 
tions’ continued to be laid down as the primary cause of the 
scarcity. There seems to be no lid on this market, and all hands, 
from collector to mill man, are responsible in part for the high 
price level now reached. Paper mills must have waste paper 
among other commodities, so it is naturally concluded that just 
as long as waste in ample quantities is unavailable, prices will be 
resultantly higher. 

In spite of the recent embargo accumulations of stock are not 
as great as it was hitherto predicted it would be: Paper stock 
is and has been moving, but unfortunately only along certain rail- 
road lines that were not affected by the embargo; and in conse- 
quence, paper mills on those lines have been receiving a hand-to- 
mouth supply of paper waste. 

Importations of waste paper have fallen off considerably, and 
it is generally thought that European dealers must be oversold, 
as little or no stock is reported as being offered from abroad. 

Twine 

Further activity in the twine market was hampered last week, 
according to several dealers in this line, by the inability of manu- 
facturers to accept further orders. Trading is, however, being 
pushed to the limit and the small quantity of goods on the market 
is rapidly snatched up by the needy consumers. 


New England Trade Handicapped by Storms 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 

Boston, Mass., March 1, 1920.—Conditions in the paper indus- 
try of New England received another setback during the past 
week when the worst snowstorm of the winter completely tied 
up all traffic north and east of this city. This additional setback 
has not added to the happiness of the paper manufacturers, paper 
merchant or the consumer. It will be weeks before manufacturefs, 
now suffering for the want of raw materials: and fuel, will be able 
to resume normal operations. Orders have piled up and as most 
of the mills have been over two months behind on deliveries, the 
increasing orders will require months in filling.

Wages in Japanese Paper Mills 


Daily wages paid in Tokyo paper mills in 1918, according to 
Consul General George H. Scidmore, of Yokahoma, Japan, as 
ascertained by the Tokyo metropolitan police board’s investiga- 
tion of November, 1918, were as follows: Males under 15 years. 
16 to 21 cents; males over 15 years, 23 to 77 cents; females under 
15 years, 12 to 17 cents; females over 15 years, 15 to 27 cents. 
An investigation of wages was conducted by the Kanagawa Pre- 
fectural Office, which showed that the average daily wages in 
seven paper mills in this prefecture (in which the city.of Yoko- 
hama is situated) were from 12 to 40 cents for females, and from 
25 tc 75 cents for males. Wages in mills making Japanese paper

averaged lower in 1917 than in those making European-style 
paper. 

For overtime work it is usual to pay about “time-and-a-half” 
or 50 per cent more than the regular wage.

There are 320 to 330 working days in 
a year. The Japanese calendar has various festivals and the first 
and fifteenth of each month are holidays.

ALUM.—Demand in the alum market continued to be fairly 
normal last week, with trade just moving in the contract field. 
Here and there small quantities of material for spot business could 
be had. Lump alum is quoted at 4.00@4.25; ground, 4.25@4.50; 
and powdered is selling at from 4.50@4.75. 

BLANC FIXE.—Supplies in this market are reported entirely 
inadequate as compared with the demands. This dearth is 
traced ‘back to a coal shortage at many of the works, and the 
winter’s scarcity of freight cars. Blanc fixe pulp is quoted at 
$65@$70 and the dry article at $85@$90 f. o. b. laboratories. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The bleaching powder field was as 
active last week as the limited supply permitted. Drums of 
bleach for exporting are hardly available. The heavy demand 
and transportation facilities are held accountable for the need 
in this market. Prices for domestic trade were 3@3.25, f. o. b. 
New York, while 4 was the figure for export purposes. 

BRIMSTONE.—Prices in brimstone -have not changed ma- 
terially since October, 1919, and present quotations are the low- 
est in the history of the industry in this country. The car 
shortage seems to be the only big trouble of the dealers in 
this commodity. Quotations for the long ton are $18@20 on 
contract, while very little of the material is available for spot 
transactions. 

CASEIN.—Casein production is normal and demand is re- 
ported fairly good as affecting the paper trade. The supply is 
small, however, and the output of casein works is being rapidly 
consumed by the mills’ contract consumers. Early in the week 
prices in this field were 15@16 per pound for spot. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The market continued strong last week 
in domestic trade with a slight increase in the volume of ex- 
porting. Traffic conditions continue in their unfavorable tenor 
and this causes a marked scarcity in the East. It is thought 
that even after the embargo is eliminated, trade difficulties will 
return to the car shortage condition. Quotations in caustic soda 
this week were: 76 per cent solid, 4.25; 60 per cent solid, f. o. b. 
works, 3.35@3.50, and 70 per cent solid for export purposes, 
425 f. a. s. New York. 

CHINA CLAY.—Poor weather still cripples the mines in the 
South, and word comes from all] hands of an acute scarcity in 
supplies. Dealers in clay report that they are all short of ma- 
terial and expect the market to continue in the prevalent lethargic 
state for some time. Importations are poor, word having reached 
these shores that several clay-laden boats have put in at the 
Azores for repairs. There are no changes in prices over last 
week’s quotations. 

ROSIN.—As a direct result of the recent heavy buying in 
the rosin market at the lower price levels, this commodity has 
within the past week taken several leaps to higher figures. De- 
mand, too, has been greater, and rosin works have been busy 
keeping contract customers supplied, with the result that spot 
prices have materially advanced. Prices quoted early this week 
are: grade E, $17.75; grade F, $17.85, and grade G, $18 per 
280 pounds, f. o. b. New York. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—Demand in sulphate of alumina 
retained its usual strength this week, and the scarcity which was 
reported in this field is due solely to the freight embargo. Paper 
mills, not being able to obtain other paper supplies, have .con- 
sequently laid off a large amount of orders in this commodity. 
This slackness is not keenly felt, however, because of the great 
difficulty in obtaining cars for shipment. Carloads were selling 
at 180 @ 2 for the commercial grade and 280@3 for the iron 
free.
